Throe or Sour newspapers 
In San 


Francisco have boi'n ensagrcd for a 
month or so In trying Durrant t'ov 
murder In tjmt city. They have in- 
vented un assortment of stories as to 
the way th(> accused went about tho 
business. Then they shifted the trlnl 
to Hev. fieoriTO Gibson and made a 
desperate effort to ounvlct him. This 
license to try accused persons out of 
court tends to defeat the very ends of 
Jusllue. The case is made up on the 
outside on the theory apparently that 
to Increase popular prejudice up to a 
point where tho mob Is i catty to step 
In and finish the work, is really a 
service rendered to the public. Such an 
abuse of liberty comes very near to the 
line ot criminality, 


Tht- flnlshlnK touches wore put upon 


the unlawful work yesterday when H. 
J. McCoy nccosjtod Juryman Truman, 
ulttlng In the TJurvant caao with the 
warning, "If you ilon't hang that fel- 
low we'll hang you." McCoy is secre- 
tary of the Young- lion's ChrlHtlan As- 
goclatlon ot' San Franolaco. Ills posi- 
tion mokes the offense only tho more 
outrageous. It wns another attempt to 
try Durrant for murder outside ot the 
courts. The ossonoo of Justice Is that 
every accused person ahull have a fair 
trial without fear or favor. The the- 
ory is that he la' Innocent until his 
guilt Is proved. 


McCoy contributed -whatever 
Influ- 


ence he may have hart to prevent a 
fair trial. It does not mitigate the of- 
fenie In the least that the Juror was 
not influenced by this threat. If the 
mob -were permitted to fallow the .ex- 
ample of this Impertinent and bump- 
tious man, and personally uccost-and 
threaten Juries there could be no such 
thing u» & fair Jury trial. Durrant cls 
on trial for-hla life. Hftils entltiecl^to 
all tho itttc guards that'the law1; .-pro- 
vides. He may be guilty of a horrible 
crime, That la the question left*for a 
jury to decide. When outafd» parties 
undertake to render a decision it la 
•imply an attempt to defeat the ends 
of Justice.
